RAISING POULTRY For PROFIT

At this time of the year when you 
have many coops containing hens 
and c h i r k s , it pays to keep them well 
apart, as hens are very .jealous of 
each 
other’s 
chicks and 
lose 
no 
chance to attack them. 
Dead and 
mutilated chicks are no profit. With 
proper regard for conditions, exer­ 


cise, fresh air, plenty of water, good 
food given often, no overfeeding and 
thorough cleanliness, there 
should 
he very few chicks lost, 
I am sorry I can not find the words 
to express fully my meaning of the 
word cleanliness and proper feeding. 
Unless these are thoroughly studied 
and put into daily 
practice, 
your 
poultry business must of necessity 
finally become a financial loss and a 
great discouragement. 
Match the little birds feeding their 
young. 
They feed only the smallest 
worm or insect each time they visit 
the nest, hut they do this continuous­ 
ly from daylight until dawn. 
This 
is the method to he observed in feed­ 
ing your chicks. 
Feed them often 
hut (hi not overfeed them. Give them 
a little hard boiled egg and bread 
crumbs, chopped up and well season­ 
ed with pepper and s a lt. 
Pull some 
nice tender grass or lettuce and cut 
this into small pieces with scissors. 
Give boiled milk or boiled rice water. 
Father of these will prevent bowel 
trouble. 
Use these methods and your chicks 


will grow 
and return to 
you in 
dollars several times the cost of the 
food and your faithful labor. 
The 
person who feeds chicks when the 
spirit moves them xxiii never make 
a success of poultry raising. 
Do 
not spend all your money for feed. 
The chicks xviii cost you more than 
they are worth if you do not and eau 
not give them the proper attention. 
I might 
also warn 
you 
about 
crowding too many chicks together. 
this is another mistake. 
You 
will 
find fifteen chicks xvitli one hen, O l­ 
in a brooder, xviii groxv twice as fast 
as thirty under the same conditions. 
Did you ever see or hear of a brood­ 
er in which you could 
raise BHI 
chicks at a time. 
That is, if they 
are even sized and all healthy. 
I do 
not think this possible because the 
chicks xviii crowd at times in spite 
of everything you can do for their 
comfort. Allow them to become chill­ 
ed or get a little wet and what is the 
result f They will eroxvd aud only 
the strongest 
xviii survive. 
Those 
that needed care and nourishment 
xviii bo rendered useless. 
So, there­ 
fore, keep the (ducks in small Hocks 
and have the pleasure 
of raising 
ninety per cent, of all hatched. 
I do 
not wish to cast too many reflections 
upon brooders, as we can not get 
along without them for our early, 
hatches, hut there is a limit to them 
for early hatches.

Teachers cannot know physical de­ 
fect-. nor can parents, unless the de­ 
fects are 
marked.

frequently 
takes a close medical examination 
to discover that the child is in some 
point defective. 
The state forces a 
child into school, taking it from the 
care of its parents, in order to better 
insure the making o f a good citizen. 
Tile state decrees th a t the teacher 
shall be educated 
ami trained 
in 
teaching and it also decrees that a d ­ 
equate school houses and teaching 
facilities shall he p ro v id ed ; but 
it 
makes no effort to discover the d e ­ 
fect ix*c or sick child and through 
correction of the sickness or defect 
make it possible for him to take on 
the cd I cation and 
become a good 
citizen. 


It has been said th at it is the 
duty of parents to look a f te r their 
childrens defects, and so it is. 
But

RAISING POULTRY For PROFIT 


By John Wildig 


At this time of the year when yon 


have many coops containing hens 
and chicks, it pays to keep them well 
apart, as hens are very jealous of 
each other's chicks and lose no 
chance to attack them. 
Dead and 


mutilated chicks are no profit. With 
proper regard for conditions, exer- 
cise, fresh air, plenty of water,'good 
food given often, no overfeeding and 
thorough cleanliness, there 
should 


be very few chicks lost. 


I am sorry I can not find the words 


to express fully my meaning of the 
word cleanliness and proper feeding. 
Unless these are thoroughly studied 
and put into daily practice, 
your 


poultry business must of -necessity 
finally become a financial loss and a 
great discouragement. 


Watch the little birds feeding their 


young. They feed only the smallest 
worm or insect ^each time they visit 
the nest, but they do this continuous- 
ly from daylight until dawn. This 
is the method to be observed in feed- 
ing your chicks. 
Feed them often 


but do not overfeed them. Give them 
a little hard boiled egg and btead 
crumbs, chopped up and well season- 
ed with pepper and salt. Pull some 
nice tender grass or lettuce and cut 
this into small pieces with scissors. 
Give boiled milk or boiled rice water. 
Either of these will prevent bowel 
trouble. 


Use these methods and your chicks 


interest.

The chicks will cost you more than 
they are worth if you do not and can 
not give them the proper attention. 


I might 
also warn 
you 
about 


crowding too many chicks together, 
this is another mistake. You will 
find fifteen chicks with one hen, or 
in a brooder, will grow twice as fast 
as thirty under the same conditions. 
Did you ever see or hear of a brood- 
er in which you could 
raise 100 


chicks at a time. 
That is, if they 


are even sized and all healthy. I do 
not think this possible because the 
chicks will crowd at times in spite 
of everything you can do for their 
comfort. Allow them to become chill- 
ed or get a little wet and what is the 
result? They will crowd and only 
the strongest 
will survive. 
Those 


that needed care and nourishment 
will be rendered useless. So, there- 
fore, keep the chicks in small flocks 
and have the pleasure 
of raising 


ninety per cent, of all hatched. I do 
not wish to cast too many reflections 
upon brooders, as we can not get 
along without them for our early, 
hatches, but there is a limit to them 
for early hatches.

Five little children were standing 


in a row at school learning their let- 
ters. All of them paid good attention 
and got along well, except Harvey 
Stone. 
He was inattentive, listless 


and not interested. 
The 
teacher 


spoke sharply to him and told him 
she would send a note to his moth- 
er. I asked her to call on the boy to 
recite again. She pointed to a cap- 
ita] "Av on the lower part of the 
chart which was exactly the same 
size and shape of the first.

children held up 
their bauds and 


were eager to tell, but Harvey look- 
ed at the chart, then looked away but 
made no reply.

Harvey was still listless and 
silent. 


Because of two or three things I 


had observed. I concluded the child 
was a little short sighted. I there- 
fore stepped forward and led him to

tested him. Now, he 


could plainly sec, for he answered 
promptly and was immediately in- 
terested. This child was shortsight- 
ed and for this defect he was to be 
reported to his mother, and she pro- 
bably would have scolded and punish- 
ed him. 


Children with adenoids, diseased 


tonsils, defective eyes, defective ears, 
also frequently slightly, or even quite 


sick, arc to be found in all the schools 
of the state. They are reproved, 
scolded and punished at school and 
at home meet the same fate. 
It 


makes one's heart bleed and eyes 
moisten and throat choke up to think 
of the mountains of cruelty, pain and 
suffering which we heap on our de- 
fenseless and innocent children. And 
God will hold us guiltless? 


The trouble lies 
with the state. 


Teachers cannot know physical de- 
fects, nor can parents, unless the de- 
fects arc 
marked. 
It frequently 


takes a close medical examination 
to discover that the child is in some 
point defective. The state forces a 
child into school, taking it from the 
care of its parents, in order to better 
insure the making of a good citizen. 
The state decrees that the teacher 
shall lie educated 
and trained 
in 


teaching and it also decrees that ad- 
equate school houses and teaching 
facilities shall be provided; but it 
makes no effort to discover the de- 
fective or sick child and through 
correction of the sickness or defect 
make it possible for him to take on 
the education and 
become a good 


citizen.

Colorado hunting a job and couldn't 
find one. He 
then "bummed his 


way on a freight train as far as 
Bone, Colo., and sought a job at a. 
number of ranches in that neighbor- 
hood, finally landing one at harves- 
ting ;the chile bean on a farm,owried 
by a man named Smith. 


George Lovcrn, a patrolman on the 


Pueblo City police force today, was 
running the Smith farm at that time. 
Her e is what Lovern says about 
Williard's experience. 


Jess Williard was then a gambl- 


ing cow puncher who.strayed up here 
.strictly on the "hummer" from Okla- 
homa. 1 had a dozen men helping 
harvesting the bean crop. Willard's 
size and apparently splendid phy- 
sical randition impressed1 me, and 
although 1 thought I had all the men 
needed at the time, I gave him a job. 


I gave him a month's work at a 


dollar a day and hoard and he did 
as much work in a day as two of the 
other men I had working. He could 
talk nothing but prize fighting. He 
said he had. been sparring some in 
Carl Morris' camp in Oklahoma, but 
that there was more experience and 
punishment than mouey in it for a 
novice, so he finally got in pursuit 
of work. 


"Evenings after work Willard box- 


ed with the other farm hands, just 
going through the motions for they 
hod no boxing gloves there. lie talked 
as though his one ambition was to 
get a chance in the ring, and that he 
wouldn't be content until he got one. 
He then was just a raw-boned kid, 
24 years old. I remember him telling 
once when he was harping pretty 
strong on what a fighter he was, that 
I'd bet the first fight he had he would 
get his head knocked off. The com- 
ment was just a jest, for he certain- 
ly impressed all of us that he was a 
genuine athlete and handled his mils 
like an expert. He stayed with me 
through the harvestingand thrashing 
of the bean crop, then said he was 
going back to Oklahoma."

are settled. He believed Chat before 
May is over the railroads 
will

ready for a hearing in Indiana. "We 
want rates in 
Ohio,

Michigan to be uniform'' he said.

The Times adds that if no life ha 


been lost the character of the sink 
ing of the Lusitmiia and the intei 
tions which prompted it would ha\ 
remained unaltered.

down, that when so many large pa? 
senger steamers are constantly a I 
proaching or leaving the coast 
Great Britain no single steamer en

''This, however," the Times eon 


chides, "is a subject upon which fu 
ther enlightment must be awaited 
For the moment, attention is con- 
centrated with horror upon the ap- 
palling 
nature of the deed thus 


wrought after due advertisement." 


The Graphic says that the exact 


details of the Lusitania incident in 
one sense are unimportant, but the 
broad fact is that a ship containing 
2,000 non-combatants and neutrals 
was sent to her 
destruction with 


every prospect of an appalling loss 
of life. 
It adds: "The real signi- 


ficance of this news is that such a 
deliberate affront to neutrals is the 
weapon of n nation that knows it- 
sol f defeated." 


The Daily Telegraph declares that 


the sinking of this "floating hotel" 
effects "not only ourselves, but the 
English-thinking people on the other 
side of the Atlantic." 


The Morning Post, in an editorial 


on the Lusitania, after remarking on 
the elaborate warning issued at New 
York before the ship sailed, says: 


'We find it difficult to understand 


how, 
with such warnings and such 


ample opportunities to take all pre- 
cautions, the Lusitanin was caught. 
The conclusion that the vessel's ex- 
act course must have been known to 
the captain of the submarine is diffi- 
cult to avoid, but uncomfortable to 
aeept." 


The Post believes that the condi- 


tions were favorable for the rescue 
of many of the passengers, and sup- 
poses that everything was in readi- 
ness on board the liner, and that the 
mode of procedure in case of attack 
had been carefully rehearsed.
